Mile Race—ihe Best 
Day of the Week 


The weather Wednesday night as- 


day moruing the public felt certain 
there would be rain during the day, 
which fact may have prevented 
inany persons from attending. But 
notwithstanding this, every train 
coming over the different roads 
was densely packed, and the accom- 
modation train from this city over 
the R. & A. A. L. Road was crowded 
to overflow throughout the morning, 
while the omnibusses, carriages and 
all manner of vehicles Letween Ral- 
eigh and the grounds had all they 
could do. By 11 o'clock the grounds 
Were well crowded, and although a 
cold rain commenced falling the 
crowd continued moving from point 
to point examining the different de- 
partments, Floral Hall being the 
ehief attraction for the ladies, and a 
walk through here evidenced the fact 
that North Carolina had sent to this 
Fair, in the person of the ladies pres- 
ent, an amountof beauty that could 
not be surpassed anywhere else in the 
world. 

At 12 o’clock the racing com- 
menced, the Grand Stand was filled 
with eager spectators, and sever- 
al hours were thus enjoyed by the 
thousands who are fond of this sport. 

It is safely estimated that 10,009 
persons were present on the grounds 
during the day, and this number 
would have been larger by several 
thousand but for the threatening 
weather, 

The Fair throughout has been a 
splendid success, and reflects great 
upon its able management. 

The representatives from the Vir, 
ginia State Fair and from {the Nor- 
folk and Petersburg Boards of Trade 
were yesterday under the special 
charge of the officers of the Society, 
and express themselvesas being well 
pleased with what they have seen of 
our people and North Carolina pro- 
ducts and manufactures. 

We continue this morning writing 
up the different departments. 

MACHINERY HALL. 

In Machinery Hall we have the 
grandest display of machinery ever 
made in the State, which good judges 
say equals any show of the kind in 
the United States. There are ne 
less thantwelve Steam Engines run- 
ning, and seven Cotten Gins, «ec. 

Beginning ai the westend, we first 
tind a circular sawmill driven from 
the line shaft, exhibited by the Lane 
Manufacturing Company, of Monat- 
pelier, Vt. The Beasley Power Cot- 
ton Press of Tappey & Steele, of Pe- 
tersburg, Va., comes next. We learn 
that this press took the first premium 
at the St. Louis Fair during the past 
week, a high compliment to South- 
eru nanufactures. 

A Plaviog Machine and Surfacer 
and Band-Saw of Frank & Co., Buf. 
falo, N. Y., next attract attention. 
The Montpelier firm, Lane Manufac 
turing Company, also show the Moni- 
tor Turbine Water Wheel. 

The Charlotte branch of the Erie 
City Iron Works show a splendid 
thirty-horse power stationary engine, 
a six-horse vertical boiler andengine, 
a six-horse portable engine and 
boiler, an eight-horse agricultural 
engine, and a Winship Cotton Gin. 
This is really a superb exhibition, 
and it is much to be regretted that 
more of our citizens were deterred 
by the incleme.t Weather from giv- 
ing a due examination of all this 
creditable display of industrial skill 
and invencive genius. 

McCallum, Wyckoff & Hope, of 
Kaleigh, exhibit a twelve-horse ver- 


ing the line shaft. 

Talbot & Son, of Richmond, have 
an eight horse portable engine. The 
Remington Agricultural Works, of 
Ilion, N. Y., have a very fine forty 
circle Condenser Needle Gin, which 
was in operation all day, ginning 
cotton all day for the amusement of 
visitors, and making a very fine 
sample of lint. 

The Salem Agricultural Works 
send a substantial hand saw mill. 

Next we have the Myers’ Portable 
Vertical Engine, of five horse power, 
from York, Pa. This engine is ex- 
hibited by C. A. Hege, of Salem. 

The Virginia Iron Works, of Nor- 
folk (T. W. Goodwin & Co.,) show a 
handsome vertical engine of five 
horse power. This is shown ata

The Kendall Iland Shingle mach- 
ine, the Cid Dominion wine and cider 
mill, Sinith’s patent straw cutter, and 
the Souchern corn sheller of the same 
firm, of Richmond, Va., and the 
(Qlueen thresher aud separator by the 
same firm. 

Farrar’s Tobaeco Packer, for pack- 
ing smoking tobacco, isa good thing, 
and deserves notice. Among the 
curiosities of this department also, is 
a Stone Force Pump, of J. C. Nichols 
& Bro., of Atlanta, made entirely of 
stone moulded from the pulverized 
granite, and glazed within. It is 
both a suction and force pump. 

The Remington Agricultural Co. 
show some handsome steel plows. 

Beyond the hall proper isa large 
show of agricultural implements ef 
every description, which we hope to 
to be able to mention more at length 
than our space now allows. We 
again repeat the expression of satis- 
faction with this department, Sueh 
excellence bas never been approach- 
eihbere before, and we thank our 
friends at home and abroad who 
have contributed so flandsomely to 
the suceess of our Fair.

A Curious Freak of Nature. 


A curious freak of nature is found 
at Willough lake, in the northern 
partof Vermont, where Mounts 
Pisgah and Horris 2,500 feet from the 
water and 4,000 feet above the sea 
and are less than a mile apart, while 
the lake below is of unknown depth 
—all efforts to sound it having failed 
—and issupposed to rest at the level 
ofthe sea. A few years ago an im- 
mense rock, Weighing over three 
hundered tons, was started from its 
bed at thetop of Mount Pisgah and 
fell down the almost. perpendicular 
face of the mountain into the lake, 
tearing away the carriage-road and 
everything that opposed it, shaking 
the whole region round and being 
heard teu and fifteen miles away. 
The lake is an immense spring, as 
hardly a brook flows into it, buta 
river flows out large enough to carry 
extensive milles. A winding foot- 

th conducts to the summit of 

ount Pisgah, which is abruptly cut 
offon the side nearest to the lake, 
forming a perpendicular precipice 
nearly 3.000 feet high, below which 
lies water of such singular transpar- 
ency that one can see more than 100 
feet below the surface. The tempta- 
tion to leap from such a height is al- 
most irresistible and bo one has yet 
visited the place of strong enough 
herve to stand erect and look over 
the brink, but visitors craw! up on 
hands and Knees to satisfy their cur- 
iosity. The view from this height 
is grand. To the east can be seen the 
White Mountains and the Conneti 


cut river, winding down eighty miles® 


of its course ; to the north and noribs 
west are Moadnock, fifty miles away 
and the entire length of Lake Mem- 
phremegog, and to the west is seen 
the western range of the Green Mout - 
tains. The scenery is unsur d 
in New England, and the drive over 
the carriage-way which skirts the 
lake and connects Orleans and Cales 
douia counties is the most pictures- 
que of any in the State.
